The remarkable fact is plaus- 
ibly explained by Prof. Tyndall, who 
suggests that, just as the soil may be so 
effectu illy robbed of some essential in- 
gredient by one abundant crop as to be 
incapable of producing another, so in the 
human system a parasitic disease may so 
completely exhaust the blood of some 
ingredifnt necessary to the growth and 
propag ition of the parasite that the pro- 
duction of a second crop in fatal or con- 
siderable quantity is impossible 
From 


this it would appear that protective vac- 
cination or inoculation is simply the in* 
troduction into the blood of weakened 
and comparatively harmless disease germs 
to consume tbe material which might be- 
come l»od for similar germs in a more 
vigorous condition.

An animated diiicussion is going On 


concerning the genuineness of alleged la* 
dian markings on a stone in the possession 
of Henry D. Paxson. of Doylestown. The 
matter is an important one for geologists, 
since if the stone could be proved genuine 
it would settle in the affirmative the ques- 
tion of the co-existence of man and the 
mammoths. 
The stone, known as the 


Lenape Stone, is an Indian tablet about 
seven inches long and belonged to some 
of the tribes of Delawares. 
There is 


engraved upon it—and it is this work 
that causes the dispute—the figure of 
an Indian shooting a mammoth with an 
arrow, while the sun, represented as a 
face, sends forth its divergent rays. A 
cluster of thunderbolts, arranged as the 
Greeks represented them, darting from 
the hand of Jove, completes the picture. 
It is the uniting of the brute, the human 
and the divine groups into one picture 
that is regarded by geologists as a re- 
markable achievement for primitive man. 


A portion of the stone which has be- 


come the subject of controversy, was 
plowed up ten years ago by a farmer 
named Hensel, near Doylestown, and last 
fall the remaining piece was found, and 
the two parts were put together, complet 
ing an undoubted Indian relic. No one 
disputes the genuineness of the stone 
itself, nor that it had marks upon it when 
found. 
Mr. Paxson purchased it of the

speed shown last week on the Crystal 
Palace path by English comes nearer to 
flying than anything else. 
The most 


wonderful record alwavs seemed to roe to 
be the five minutes, thirty-six seconds for 
two miles, made some years by the Hon 
Keith Falconer, and I never expect to see 
it beaten very far.

who completed bis two miles in four sec- 
onds less, and then proceeds eighteen 
miles further at top speed, the twenty 
miles being ridden in fifty-nine minutes, 
six and three-quarter seconds, and a dis- 
tance of twenty miles 565 yards covered 
in the hour.

It »ai tho policy of Count Pablen, his 
favorite, and afterward tbe ringleader 
of bis assassins, to made his master ap> 
pear RI insane as possible; be encouraged 
bin i;i his vagaries. There never was a 
man nore uncertain, timid and capricious, 
possessed alternately by the fiends and 
aogeli; in one moment he would be found 
consigning, without any obvious cause, 
the noblest of his subjects to disgrace 
and exile j tin fcext you might see him 
with tears in his eyes benignly bending 
over some wounded soldier in the mili- 
tary hospital. 
As the years went on

fewer, he grew suspicious, bitter and 
restlcs*, the unhuppiest man of his vast 
empire.

reforming hand. By a ukase be evangel- 
iz!jA the lapsed masses of Russia in a day, 
filling tbe churches with worshippers, and 
tbe confessionals with penitents whose 
devotion and remorse were fired by vis- 
ions of the knout, the local authorities 
were instructed to march tbe reputed 
libertines of their districts to church in 
procession between two rows of soldiers. 


Tbqjssue of en imperial decrets for- 


bidding tbe wearing of round bats, frock 
coats, vest without sleeves and pantaloon 
wai supposed to be a means of gratifying 
a grudge Paul bore toward Englishmen 
Hit aversion to round hats seems to have 
been constitutional 
It was more expe- 


dient that tbe hateful garment should be 
proscribed than the tranquility of a Czar 
should be disturbed. The sudden appa- 
rition of crowds of bare headed gentle- 
men on the streets of St. Petersburg an- 
nounced the 
new decree, wherever a 


round bat appeared it was snatched by 
ambushed policemen, and tbe muscular 
pedestrian woo ventured to repel the as- 
sault and knock down tbe thief was car- 
ried before the court and fined. The 
combative Englishman was, of course, 
the thief actor in these street broils. By 
the influence of Sir Charles Whitworth 
the ukase, so far as it affected foreign- 
era, was modified , the Chief of the Po- 
lice was instructed not to confiscate the 
head dress, but to detain its wearer til 
evidi nee was produced that he was not a 
Russian either by birth or naturalization, 
Paul's hatred of hats was of old standing, 
While Grand Duke and living at Gats 
cbina, he saw a workman wearing one 
He ttused the man to be brought before 
him. and administered to him a lecture 
on Ins indecent attire.

I' 
is written somewhere that a lady at court 
provoked the Imperial displeasure by 
wearing her hair too low at tbe neck, am 
that M a punishment she was ordered 
into close confinement and fed on bread 
water. 
Again, an English servant wa 


dragged from a sledge and caned on 
the street for wearing too thick a neck 
cloth. Tbe inhabitants of St. Petersburg 
fled id all directions when they saw the 
Czar's carriage in the distance, only 
be followed by mounted Corsacks, who 
brought them back and compelled them 
to prostrate themselves in the mud befor 
His Majesty. A short sighted English 
man, who pleaded defective vision whe 
asked why h« had skulked down a bac 
lane, was ordered to wear spectacles. H 
was known in the Capital ever ofterwan 
a*"tbe gentleman who wore spectacle 
byukwe." ','" 


To* costutnS of cabmen was not be 


r>eatb tbe Czar's notice; he wanted them 
amoqg other things, to shave their Ion 
bearfr, pod as many of them objected to 
pert .fctjh •« single hair, the strugglin 
cuji>(jt» bad to b« held by one polio 
pSi la! «hil« mother shaved them. Tb» 
•method of banettiog horse* was also 
'regulated by. law; the new decree mad 


the fortunes of the saddlers of the Cap- 
ital. Tei days were allowed the nobility 
and gent-y to provide themselves with 
tke•prescribed equipment!; after which 
the trace< of every carriage harnessed in 
the forbiildcn fashion were cut; for a 
time the streets were littered with dis- 
abled vehicles. Thereafter silence reigned: 
the crack of the whipand the voice of the 
coachman were unheard till the new ca- 
parisons were re dy. 
Another ukase 


swept the streets of the aristocracy and 
fashion ol Russia; it was that which re- 
vived prostration. As the Imperial car- 


age ptued, the pedestrian had to 
ump down on his knees, and the eques» 
ian and charioteer to alight and do 
milar homage, amid the snow and slush 
nd mad, and the vengeance of an auto- 
rat overtook the-traitor who neglected 
is duty. When the Czar held a Draw-

HA7£ BIEDS A LANGUAGE. 


It depends on the manner in which 


things go on between the birds, whether 
the chirps and twitters are low, musical 
and deliberately uttered, or whether they 
are shrill, cacophonous and so rapidly re- 
peated that the birds, if unseen, cannot 
be recognized by their voices. 


But it may be urged that, to constitute 


language, or something akin to it, these 
chirps and twitters must be shown to con- 
vey ideas. 
Can one bird tell another 


anythingl it will be asked. To this I 
answer that, if any one has watched a 
colony of brooding grakles, or paid close 
attention to a flock of crows, he has 
probably satisfied himself upon this point. 
Crows have twenty-seven distinct cries, 
calls, or utterances, each readily distin- 
guishable from the other, and each hav- 
ing an unmistakable connection with a 
certain class of actions ; some of which, 
as, for ins'tance, the many different notes 
of the brooding birds, are only heard at 
certain seasons. In this connection, it 
may be added that the intelligence of 
crows is fully one half greater than that 
of any other bird in our fauna. In- 
stances of the exercise of much cunning 
and forethought on their part are almost 
innumerable. 


Let us see, however, if among our sing- 


ing birds there is not to be found evi- 
dence of an ability to communicate ideas, 
presumably by the aid of vocal sounds. 
Here is an occurrence that took pluce in 
my presence in the spring of 1872. 
A 


pur of cat birds were noticed carrying 
materials for a nest to a patch of black- 
berry briars hard by. To test their in- 
genuity, I took n long, narrow strip ol 
muslin, too long for one bird to carry 
conveniently, and placed it on the ground 
in a position to be seen by the birds 
when searching for suitable material for 
their nest. In a few moments one of the 
cat birds spied the strip and endeavored 
to carry it off but its length and weight, 
in whatever way the bird took hold of it 
and he tried many, impeded its flight. 
After worrying over it for some time th<> 
bird flew off, not, as I supposed, to seek 
other materials, but, as it proved, to ob- 
tain assistance in transporting the strip 
of muslin- iu question. In a few mo- 
ment it returned with its mate, and then 
standing near the strip, they held what 1 
consider to have been a consultation 
The chirping, twittering, murmuring am 
occasional ejaculations were all unmistak 
able. 
In a few moments this chattering 


if YOU will, ceased, and the work com 
menced. Each took hold o( the strip o 
muslin at about the same distance from 
the ends, and, starting exactly togethe 
they flew toward their unfinished nest 
bearing the prize successfully away. 


I followed them as quickly as possibl 


and, reaching the briar patch, never be 
fore or since heard such an interminable 
wrangling and jabbering. Had I not seen 
the birds, I doubt if I should have recogu 
nized them from, their voices. The poor 
birds simply could not agree how to use 
so long a piece of material to the best 
advantage. If it had been shorter, they 
might have made it serviceable but as 
it nas, being neither willing to discard it 
nor able to agree as to its proper use, 
they finally abandoned it altogether, and 
so too they did the unfinished nest and 
the neighborhood.—From C. C. Abbott's

NUTS'EQS.—Nutmegs come from 
the 


Moluccas, from the Philippines, the West 
todies, India and South America. 
They 


are the fruit of the myristica fragruns, 
which grows to the height ot thirty to 
"orty feet. 
Its leaves are smooth and 


imminently veined, and the flowers are 
small yellowish diacions, with the stamens 
united into a fleshy column, and the supe 
rior ovary ripening into a pear-shaped 
tough, one-seeded berry. 
When the 


outer covering is split upon one side, the 
fruit is gathered by means of a hook fast 
ened to a long stick. This covering, 01 
lericarp, is removed with great care and 
dried. This forms the mace of commerce 
The kei nels are still in a shell, and art 
subjected to a moderate heat for two 
months, about 140a F., being frequent!) 
turned. When they rattle in the shell 
they are fit for market. The European 
and American dealers, however, only pur 
chase the kernel after this outer shell has 
been removed. 
This is accomplished by 


crackim; it with a wooden mallet, and 
then tho kernels are carefully selected 
and packed in casks. 
For many years- 


the Dutch, jealous lest other traders 
should mport these kernels and grow 
these ti ees from the seed, they at that 
time h iving a monopoly of the known 
growing trees, dipped these kernels in 
thick milk of lime, thinking thus to des- 
troy the germs and limit their culture to 
their own possessions. The practice is 
still kept up, although the special object 
was never attained, the process proving 
quite innocuous. 
And all nutmegs of 


Dutch importation are called limed nut- 
megs. All of these kernels are an inch 
or less in length and of aval shape. They 
yield U|xm pressure oil and fat. 
About 


800,000 Ibs. are annually Consumed in 
the United States.

the tattered curtains, and we hear sounds 
of laughter and the click of hammers as 
we draw near. On entering we find ten 
or twelve workmen seated on benches 
crowded into a little room, briskly work- 
ing by the light of lamps suspended from 
the ceiling. The walls and ceiling are 
)lack from the smoke of years, and the 
inky efforts of artistically disposed loung- 
eis. The floor is buried in a layer of 
leather chips a foot deep. From the 
midst of all a little red hot cylinder stove 
sends up its rickety pipe along the ceil- 
to the chimney at the end. A board placed 
upon a shop tub serves as a seat for a 
neighbor who has dropped in to hear the 
news or to participate iu the argument 
which in many shops is the feature of the 
evening. Perhaps, if we look close, we 
may see on a convenient shelf a diction- 
ary or a few works of reference, which 
are often consulted to substantiate an 
assertion or settle a dispute, for in those 
days, before machinery came with its 
rattle and roar, canversation was easily 
carried on. and habits of discussion nat- 
urally formed, so that practically each 
"gang" was a debating society on a small 
scale. Thus it was that in these shops of 
the olden time was nurtured that spirit 
of intelligence for which the shoemakers 
of Massachusetts are noted to-day. 


In those days it was not necessary for 


men to work too hard. They had more 
time for self-improvement, and they were 
one of the most intelligent bodies of me- 
chanics in the country. From their ranks 
sprang such men as Henry Wilson, of 
Nutick, William Lloyd Garrison, who 
learned tbe trade in Lynn, and Benjamin 
W. Harris, who worked in Bridgewater 
and was not noted tor superior workman- 
ship. One day Mr. Harris arose from his 
bench in a moment of temper, and, seiz- 
ing a hammer, nailed the half finished 
shoe on which he was^working to the 
wall, and, leaving the shop, remarked 
that he nas done with shoemakmg for- 
ever. He never came back. 
I might 


mention many others who have made 
their mark upon the history of the coun» 
try, though they began life With the peg 
hammer and utvl.
